Report on Postman? s Holiday 


” Word from the ‘Botany Departinent has. it 
that it won?t be long before we shall 
have. Tom Howell's report on his collece 
tion made in Tuolumne Meadows last | 
Auguste For two wee'ts he combed the 


- region for plants, and he has now. pre- 


pared a list which will soon be issued 
by the NeS.Se as Sierra Club Nature. | 
Notes Nos 136 (No. 12, it will be re- 
membered, was Tomts List of plants found 
around Norden.) 

In his introduction to the Maolunns 
list, Tom points out that although the 
Meadows have been more frequently visit. 
ed by botanists. than any other part of 


. the High Sierra, no list of the plants 


found there has. ever been published, 

In the present list over 500 names are 
given, 464 based on collections and 
observations made by our "postman" last 
summer; the remainder being names of 
plants which he did not see, but which 
have been reported from the region Bye 
other collectors. 

‘A special effort has been made to list 
the plants growing. on the Sierra Club 
property, and these are indicated as 
coming from "Soda Springs" or "near 


Parsons Lodge," depending on whether or 


not they grow in the peculiar mineral-~ 
ized soil around the famous Springs. As. 
fom says, it is hoped that the list will 
be helpful to both "mountaineering 
botanists and botany-minded mountaineers.”
